He noted the hour, a few 


minutes after midnight, and he at- 
tempted to dismiss the dream from 
his memory, but it had so impiesscd 
itself upon him that he found it im- 
possible to escape its haunting influ 
ences. Then he told his family, and 
a few immediate friends, and they 
tiled without avail to cheer him up.
